Balkenende hails Curacao autonomy vote 



The prime minister, Jan Peter Balkenende, has weleomed the 
outeome of the referendum held on Curaeao baeking plans for 
greater autonomy. Friday’s referendum saw 52 pereent vote in 
favour, with 48 pereent against plans to make the island an au¬ 
tonomous territory within the Netherlands. Mr Balkenende said 
the plans now ean go ahead. He has eongratulated his Antillean 
eounterpart, Emily de Jongh-Elhage, on the result. 

The deputy minister for kingdom relations, Ank Bijleveld, 
voieed both relief over the outeome and eoneern at the narrow 
margin, and urged Curaeao’s parties to overeome their differ- 
enees. She stressed that the final aeeord between the Nether¬ 
lands and Curaeao is definitive and no longer open to debate. 
The Duteh government has pledged to write off 70 pereent of 
the island’s debt - worth almost two billion euros - provided it 
retains oversight of Curaeao’s justice and state finances. The

Curacao referendum approves increasinu autonomy

Curacao’s voters narrowly 
endorsed a plan to gain 
more political autonomy 
from the Netherlands 
as tens of thousands of 
islanders turned out for a 
nonbinding referendum 
Friday. 

More than 41,000 voters 
supported a 2006 pact 
that granted the Caribbean 
island more freedom 
while preserving its ties 
to the Dutch kingdom. 
About 38,000 people 
voted against the plan, 
according to the elections 
commission. 

“We won. The people 
decided that the process 
will continue,” said one 
voter, Ersilia de Lannoy. 
“We are going to be an 
autonomous country.” 

The vote is largely symbolic 



because the Netherlands 
Antilles _ comprising 
Curacao, Bonaire, Saba, St. 
Eustatius and St. Maarten 
_ has been self-governing 
for 55 years except on 
matters of defense and 
foreign policy. 
Theautonomyarrangement 
is similar to what the 
nearby Dutch island of 
Aruba has had since 1986. 
But opponents saidthe close 
result in the referendum, 
in which about two- 
thirds of registered voters 
participated, meant their 
voice should be heard. 
“You cannot ignore 48 
percent,” said Charles 
Cooper, a voter who 
opposed the autonomy 
question, referring to the 
percentage who rejected 
the plan. “We believe 
the process has to be 
stopped.” 


The opposition criticized 
the proposal because a 
$2.6 billion debt relief 
deal with the Netherlands 
would allow the Dutch 
to supervise the island’s 
future spending habits. 
Netherlands Antilles 
Prime Minister Emily de 
Jongh-Elhage said the 
Netherlands offered the 
relief to help stabilize 
Curacao when it achieves 
autonomy, and the fiscal 
oversight can end in five 
years. 

Many people on Curacao, 
which is about 40 miles 
(64 kilometers) off 
Venezuela’s coast, feel 
their local government 
contributes more than 
the other islands to the 
Antillean government and 
does not get a fair return. 
Both Curacao and St. 
Maarten have sought to 


stand on their own, while 
the three smaller islands say 
they feel overlooked by the 
Antillean government based 


in Curacao and prefer that 
the Netherlands administer 
them directly. □

Obama calls for understanding 
In Noire Dame speech

SOUTH BEND, Indiana (AP) — President 
Barack Obama strode head-on Sunday into the 
stormy abortion debate and told graduates at 
America’s leading Roman Catholic university 
that both sides must stop demonizing one 
another. 

Obama acknowledged that “no matter how 
much we want to fudge it ... the fact is that 
at some level, the views of the two camps 
are irreconcilable.” But he still implored the 
University of Notre Dame’s graduating class 
and all in the U.S. to stop “reducing those with 
differing views to caricature. Open hearts. 
Open minds. Fair-minded words. It’s a way 
of life that always has been the Notre Dame 
tradition.” 

One of the noisiest controversies of his young 
presidency flared after Obama, who supports 
abortion rights but says the procedure should 
be rare, was invited to speak at the school and 
receive an honorary degree. “I do not suggest 
that the debate surrounding abortion can or 
should go away,” the president said. 

The Rev. John Jenkins, Notre Dame’s president, 
introduced Obama and praised the president for 
not being “someone who stops talking to those 
who disagree with him.” Jenkins said too little 
attention has been paid to Obama’s decision to 
speak at an institution that opposes his abortion 
policy. 

Ahead of Obama’s speech, at least 27 people 
were arrested on trespassing charges from 


protests outside the university, police said. 
They included Norma McCorvey, the plaintiff 
identified as “Roe” in the 1973 Roe v. Wade 
Supreme Court decision that legalized abortion. 
She now opposes abortion and joined more than 
300 anti-abortion demonstrators at the school’s 
front gate. 

More than half held signs, some declaring 
“Shame on Notre Dame” and “Stop Abortion 
Now” to express their anger over Notre Dame’s 
invitation to Obama, saying the university had 
lost touch with its Catholic roots. 

On campus, Obama entered the arena to 
thunderous applause and a standing ovation 
from many in the crowd of 12,000. But as the 
president began his commencement address, at 
least three protesters interrupted it. One yelled, 
“Stop killing our children.” 

The graduates responded by chanting “Yes we 
can”, the slogan that became synonymous with 
Obama’s presidential campaign. Obama seemed 
unfazed, saying Americans must be able to deal 
with things that make them “uncomfortable.” 
The president ceded no ground on abortion. 
But he said those on each side of the debate 
“can still agree that this is a heart-wrenching 
decision for any woman to make, with both 
moral and spiritual dimensions. 

“So let’s work together to reduce the number 
of women seeking abortions by reducing 
unintended pregnancies, and making adoption 
more available, and providing care and support 
for women who do carry their child to term.”

found that 28 pereent said 
abortion should be legal in 
most eases while 18 pereent 
said all eases. Forty-four 
pereent of those surveyed 
were opposed to abortion in 
most or all eases. 

Gallup said shifting opinions 
lay almost entirely with 
Republieans or independents 
who lean Republiean, with 
opposition among those 
groups rising over the past 
year from 60 pereent to 70 
pereent. 

The abortion issue also is front 
and eenter as Obama eonsiders 
potential nominees to fill the 
vaeaney left by the retirement 
this summer of Justiee David 
Souter. Abortion opponents 
are determined to see Roe v. 
Wade overturned, but only 
four eourt justiees out of nine 
have baeked that position. 
Souter has opposed arguments 
for overturning the ruling.

commissions. 

Bills that would prove $50 
million to shutter the facility 
link the money to a detailed 
plan for dealing with the 
detainees. Democratic and 
Republican lawmakers have 
spoken against bringing any 
detainees to the U.S. 

“It’s the perfect place for 
them,” said McConnell, who 
favors keeping Guantanamo 
open. “There’s no reason in 
the world to bring these people 
to the United States. I don’t 
think there’s a community in 
America that’s going to be 
interested in taking them.” 
Rep. Peter King, the top 
Republican on the House 
Homeland Security 

Committee, said he expects 
Obama to reverse himself on 
the closing goal. 

“They should stay in 
Guantanamo until the 
president finds out where they 
should go,” said King. “I think 
he’s going to keep it open at 
least until he can find out 
where they can go. President 
(George W.) Bush wanted 
to close it. President Obama 
wants it closed, but he made a 
mistake by setting an arbitrary 
deadline.” 

Sen. Jim Webb, a Democrat, 
said he opposed bringing any 
detainees to his home state 
Virginia or elsewhere in the 
U.S. That includes 17 Chinese 
Muslims, known as Uighurs, 
who had received terrorist 
training from al-Qaida. The 
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government has cleared the 
Uighurs for release but does 
not want to send them to 
China for fear that they will 
be tortured for their activities 
there. 

Webb said Guantanamo 
should be closed only after it 
has been used to process the 
detainees. 

“We should close down 
Guantanamo at the right 
time,” he said. “Let’s process 
them the right rules of law, the 
right due process, within the 
constraints of how we have 
to handle these cases, with 
military intelligence and that 
sort of thing, but the facility is 
there at Guantanamo to do it. 
And then close it down.” 

Sen. Jon Kyi, a Republican, 
said the remaining detainees 
at Guantanamo pose a danger 
and cannot be released easily. 
He agreed with Obama’s 
decision to resume military 
commissions. 

“The president has made 
some changes in the military 
commissions to give these 
people some additional rights, 
and perhaps that helps to 
balance the situation,” Kyi 
said. “This would liberalize 
it to some extent. We’ll have 
to wait and see whether it 
liberalizes it so much that they 
don’t work any more. But I’m 
happy to see how they work 
out.”

Firefighters earned oxygen 
tanks, hoses and heavy axes 
into an underground train 
station, while poliee and 
other emergeney personnel 
helped those playing injured 
— all part of a large disaster 
response exereise at ground 
zero. 

More than 800 first responders 
partieipated in Sunday’s 
moek terrorist attaek, whieh 
simulated an explosion on 
a New Jersey-bound PATH 
eommuter train in a tunnel. The 
poliee, firefighters and other 
emergeney personnel joined 
about 150 volunteers, who 
posed as injured passengers 
smudged with grime and fake 
blood. 

The hundreds of first 
responders represented the 
largest poliee and firefighter 
presenee at the trade eenter 
site sinee the aftermath of 
Sept. 11, 2001. The purpose 
of the drill was to improve 
interageney eooperation in 
the event of a real disaster. 
“The motto for today is: You 
ean never be too prepared,” 
said Chris Ward, exeeutive 
direetor of the Port Authority 
of New York and New Jersey, 
whieh runs area transit hubs 
and owns the trade eenter site. 
“We will evaluate how well 
we did prepare, how well we 
performed, find wherever we 
did make mistakes and how 
we ean improve.” 

The two-hour drill reealled 
the July 7, 2005, bombings on 
the London subway system 
more than the 2001 attaek on 
the twin towers. 

In the drill, two bombs went 
off at 8:01 a.m. EDT on a 
train in the tunnel between 
Manhattan and New Jersey. 
“Smoke filled the tunnel, 
and we had some 700 to 800 
passengers on this train,” 
said Joseph Bruno, New 
York City’s eommissioner of 
emergeney management. 
PATH serviee was suspended 
during the exercise, and 
streets around the trade center 
site were blocked off 
Participating agencies 

included New York City’s 
police and fire departments 
and its Office of Emergency 


Management and Department 
of Health and Mental Hygiene, 
as well as the police department 
of the Port Authority, which 
operates the PATH trains. 

“The main thing we’re trying 
to evaluate is the ability of 
all these agencies to work 
together,” Bruno said. 

Poor communication and 
jurisdictional infighting 
between the police and fire 
departments impeded rescue 
efforts when the twin towers 
were struck in 2001, and 
Bruno said he was confident 
that the departments are better 
at working together now. 

“I think we are at a totally 
different place than we were 
at the time of that incident, 
and that’s good,” he said. 
Firefighters went into the 
PATH tunnel to extinguish 
fires caused by the drill’s 
explosions and to rescue 
passengers. There were 10 
fake fatalities. Most of the 
injured passengers were able 
to walk out of the station, but 
about 20 were carried out on 
red stretchers. 

Chief Joseph Pfeifer, head of 
counterterrorism for the Fire 
Department of New York, said 
firefighters used lightweight 
aluminum carts that fit onto 
train tracks to transport the 
most severely injured. 


He said the carts were 
developed after the 2005 
London bombings because 
“it’s very labor intensive to 
carry someone out.” 

Other drills staged since the 
2001 terror attacks in New 
York City have included 
a simulated response to a 
hazardous chemical spill and 
an explosion on an Amtrak 
train at Penn Station. 

“If we’re going to make 
mistakes we want to make 
them here, we want to learn 
from them, we want to build 
them into our plans, so when 
there is a real situation we 
respond appropriately and all 
the kinks in the system have 
been worked out,” said Deputy 
Mayor Ed Skyler. 

Richard F alkenrath, 

the police department’s 
deputy commissioner for 
counterterrorism, added, 
“It’s an important thing to be 
doing, and we will learn a lot 
of lessons from it I have no 
doubt.” 

Officials bought television ads 
and plastered train stations 
with posters to warn downtown 
Manhattan residents of 
the drill.

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Thousands protest to demand 
Guatomalan leader to resign

GUATEMALA CITY (AP) 
— Thousands of Guatemalans 
protested Sunday to demand 
the president resign over 
aeeusations that he ordered 
a lawyer killed, a seandal 
threatening the rule of the 
eountry’s first leftist leader 
more than 50 years. 
Supporters of President 
Alvaro Colom staged a 
eounter-demonstration. Many 
were farmers and workers 
who have benefited from his 
soeial programs. 

Colom denies Rodrigo 
Rosenberg’s allegations, 
whieh were broadeast 
posthumously after the 
attorney was shot to death a 
week ago. He has dismissed 
ealls for his resignation and 
asked the FBI and a U.N. panel 
to investigate the killing. 

“Get out! Get out!” protesters 
ehanted at the headquarters 
of the Guatemala City 
government. Dressed in white, 
many were from the middle 
and upper elasses that make 
up the bulk of opposition to 
Colom. 

“This is a eivie movement of 
Guatemalans who are seeking 


peaee. We are tired of violenee, 
ineptitude and eorruption in 
Guatemala,” said Jorge Briz, 
the president of the eountry’s 
ehamber of eommeree. 

At the plaza in front of his 
offiees, Guatemala City 
Mayor Alvaro Arzu lowered 
the Guatemalan flag to half- 
staff and raised a blaek flag to 
mourn Rosenberg. 

Protesters said they eolleeted 
more than 25,000 signatures 
for a petition to demand that 
Congress strip Colom of his 
immunity from proseeution. 
The demonstrators eaneeled 
a 15-bloek mareh to the 
National Palaee to avoid 
eolliding with the thousands 
of Colom supporters who 
filled the nearby Constitution 
Plaza and spilled over into the 
surrounding streets. 

“He’s staying! He’s staying! 
The president is staying!” the 
Colom baekers ehanted. Many 
were from the impoverished 
eountryside that has been a 
stronghold of support for the 
embattled leader. 

“He’s with the poor,” said Juan 
Gonzalez, who traveled to the 
eapital from rural Guatemala. 
A reeording distributed at 


Rosenberg’s funeral showed 
him blaming his death on the 
president, first lady Sandra 
Torres and Cabinet ehief 
Gustavo Alejos, who also 
proelaim their innoeenee. 
Torres has also been at the 
eenter of eorruption allegations 
against the Soeial Cohesion 
Cabinet, the baekbone of 
Colom’s soeial programs, 
ineluding direet payments to 
rural families for sending their 
ehildren to sehool and food 
rations for urban slum dwellers. 
She denies the allegations.□

Far from the battlefield, 
thousands of Sri Lankans 
danced Sunday in the streets 
of Colombo, celebrating the 
stunning collapse of one of 
the world’s most sophisticated 
insurgencies. But with rebel 
leader Velupillai Prabhakaran 
still at large, the threat of 
renewed guerrilla warfare 


remained. 

Several rebel fighters 
committed suicide when they 
were surrounded, but it wasn’t 
clear whether Prabhakaran 
or other leaders were among 
them. The Tamil Tigers once 
controlled a shadow state 
complete with courts, police 
and a tax system across a 
wide swath of the north. By 
Sunday, government troops 


had surrounded the remaining 
rebels in a 0.4-square-mile 
patch of land and were fighting 
off suicide bombs and other 
attacks, the military said. 

Huge clouds of black smoke 
rose over the battlefield as 
soldiers inspected the charred 
remains of rebel trucks 
and heavy artillery pieces, 
according to footage broadcast 
on state television. Civilians 
carrying backpacks and rolling 
suitcases were escorted from 
the area. 

Military spokesman Brig. 
Udaya Nanayakkara said 
the civilians who had been 
trapped in the war zone — 
63,000 in all — fled to safety 
during the past 72 hours. 
But rebel official Selvarasa 
Pathmanathan said the bodies 
of thousands of wounded 
and slain civilians lay strewn 
across the war zone. 

“This battle has reached its 
bitter end,” Pathmanathan 
said in a statement e-mailed 
to The Associated Press. “It is 
our people who are dying now 
from bombs, shells, illness and 
hunger. We cannot permit any 


more harm to befall them. We 
remain with one last choice 
— to remove the last weak 
excuse of the enemy for killing 
our people. We have decided 
to silence our guns.” 

Media Minister Anura Yapa 
dismissed the appeal. “We 
want to free this country from 
the terrorist LTTE,” he said, 
referring to the group by its 
formal name, the Liberation 
Tigers of Tamil Eelam. 

The military spokesman denied 
the rebels had laid down their 
weapons. “Fighting is still 
going on in small pockets,” 
Nanayakkara said. 

Rights groups have accused 
the rebels of holding civilians 
as human shields, and blamed 
the government for shelling the 
densely populated area where 
they sought refuge. Both sides 
denied the accusations. 

With most journalists and aid 
workers barred from the war 
zone, it was not possible to 
verify the accounts of either 
side. Health officials in the 
area have said thousands 
of civilians were killed in 
shelling since the beginning 


of the year. 

The rebels have been fighting 
since 1983 for a separate 
state for Sri Lanka’s ethnic 
Tamil minority after years of 
marginalization at the hands of 
the Sinhalese majority. More 
than 70,000 people have been 
killed in the fighting. 

President Mahinda Rajapaksa 
has said that after defeating 
the rebels, his government 
will begin talks toward 
power sharing and political 
reconciliation between the 
two communities. But many 
Tamils are skeptical that 
the victorious government 
will be willing to make real 
concessions. 

At their height, the rebels 
controlled 5,400 square miles, 
nearly one-fifth of this Indian 
Ocean island nation.

Real lakers shew up. reut Reckets 89-70 in Game 7

LOS ANGELES - All is well 
again in La-La Land. The real 
Los Angeles Lakers showed 
up, and in a Game 7, no less. 
With Pau Gasol dominating 
on both ends of the court, the 
Lakers emphatically silenced 
the doubters and the Houston 
Rockets, winning the decisive 
final game of the Western 
Conference semifinals 89-70 
on Sunday. 

Playing with emotion, Gasol 
scored 21 points and grabbed 
18 rebounds. 

The Lakers looked like the 
conference’s top-seeded 

team, not the maddeningly 
inconsistent one that was 
pushed to the limit by the 
undermanned, smaller 

Rockets. 

Trying to reach the NBA finals 
for the second straight year, the 
Lakers host the opener of the 
conference finals against the 
Denver Nuggets on Tuesday 
night. 

The Lakers have been so

up and down in this series 
that coach Phil Jackson said 
before Game 5 that they had 
a little bit of Jekyll and Hyde 
in them. That was the night 
the Lakers raced to a 40-point 
win at home, only to follow it 
up two nights later with a 15- 
point loss, the second straight 
game they were blind-sided in 
Houston. 

There are any number of 
theories as to why the Lakers 
have had a split personality. 
Asked what the Lakers 
learned from this series, Kobe 
Bryant cracked: “That we’re 
bipolar.” 

Added Lamar Odom: “To 
make it interesting. It’s 
Hollywood, you know.” 

It turns out that home-court 
advantage and a smothering 
defense were all it took to 
jump-start the Lakers, who 
made sure they didn’t choke 
this one away against the No. 
5 seed. 

The Lakers dominated the 
paint on both ends, forcing 
the Rockets into turnovers 


and bad shots. The owned the 
backboards, taking a 55-33 
advantage, and blocked 10 
shots. They had an 8-0 lead a 
few minutes in and widened it 
to 25 points on Gasol’s jump 
hook shortly before halftime. 
After the game, Bryant 
patted Gasol on the shoulder 
and offered words of 
congratulations. 

“I was just proud of the way 
he played,” Bryant said. “He 
answered the challenge and 
he played like one of the best 
players in the world. I was just 
excited for him.” 

Gasol kept Rockets point 
guard Aaron Brooks from 
penetrating, as he did often in 
this series. The Spaniard had 
12 defensive rebounds and 
swatted away three shots. 

“We all know what he can 
do offensively. I just felt like 
defensively, he had a superb 
game,” Bryant said. 

Gasol made 10 of 19 shots. He 
left to a nice ovation with 3:34 
remaining in the game.

Red Wings beat Blackhawks 5-2

DETROIT - Dan Cleary 
scored twice against the team 
that drafted him, leading the 
Detroit Red Wings to a 5-2 win 
over the Chicago Blackhawks 
in Game 1 of the Western 
Conference finals on Sunday.

Cleary’s second goal came 
midway through the third 
period, 1:27 after Mikael 
Samuelsson’s go-ahead score, 
for the defending Stanley Cup 
champions. 

Detroit’s Chris Osgood 
made 30 saves, and Nikolai 
Khabibulin stopped 38 shots 


for the Blackhawks, who gave 
up an empty-net goal to Henrik 
Zetterberg. 

Adam Burish gave the 
Blackhawks a 1-0 lead 5:25 in, 
but Cleary tied it a few minutes 
later and Johan Franzen put 
Detroit in front 2-1 late in the 
second period. 

Game 2 is Tuesday night in 
Detroit. 

Cleary was drafted 13 th overall 
by the Blackhawks in 1997, 
but had just nine points in 41 
games before being traded to 
Edmonton. He signed with 
the Red Wings in 2005 after 
the NHL lockout. After one 


lackluster season for the Red 
Wings, he had 40 points each 
of the last three seasons. 

In the previous round against 
Anaheim, Cleary scored the 
series-winning goal with 3 
minutes left in Game 7 and 
has netted a career-high five 
goals this postseason. 

Detroit and Chicago, both in 
their 83rd NHL season, are 
meeting for the 15th time in the 
playoffs with the Blackhawks 
holding an 8-6 advantage. 

The franchises have played a 
league-record 703 times in the 
regular season, including this 
year’s Winter Classic in which 


Detroit beat Chicago 6-3 at 
Wrigley Field. 

Chicago, playing in its first 
conference final since 1995 
against a team in its third 
straight, was very competitive 
with the Red Wings until 
Detroit broke it open in the 
final period. 

The fourth-seededBlackhawks 
fell behind in each of its six 
games the previous round 
against Vancouver, but found 
out it is not as easy to rally 
against the second-seeded and 
playoff-tested Red Wings. 
Detroit improved to 7-0 when 
leading after two periods.□ 
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Johnson ropoats as Toxas 
Open champion in piayoff

SAN ANTONIO (AP) — 
Zach Johnson successfully 
defended his Texas Open title 
Sunday, winning a sudden- 
death playoff with an unlikely 
contender. 

Seven months after his first 
victory at La Cantera Golf 
Club, Johnson beat James 
Driscoll with a 10-foot birdie 
putt on the first extra hole 
after a final-round shootout 
in which seven players stood 
within a stroke of the lead 
with four holes left. 

“I feel very lucky,” said 
Johnson, who followed his 
third-round 60 with a 70. The 
2007 Masters champion earned 
$1,098,000 for his sixth career 
PGA Tour victory. 

Driscoll, eight strokes behind 
at the start of the round, shot 
a 62 to match Johnson at 15- 
under 265 after four rounds. 
The win vaulted Johnson to 
the top of the FedEx Cup 
standings, passing Geoff 
Ogilvy and Phil Mickelson 
— the only other two-time 
winners on the PGA Tour this 
season. 

Johnson also won the Sony 
Open in January. 


Paul Goydos had a one-stroke 
lead with two holes to play, 
but closed with two bogeys 
for a 69, leaving him a stroke 
back along with Bill Haas 
(65), who birdied five of six 
holes Nos. 11 through 16 but 
missed a 6-foot putt on the 
par-3 17th. 

Australia’s Marc Leishman 
(68), Sweden’s Fredrik 
Jacobson (67) and three-time 
champion Justin Leonard (69) 
finished at 13 under. 

Driscoll was an afterthought 
at 5 under when the final 
round began, eight strokes 
behind Johnson and his group 
that included Goydos and 
Leonard. After wrapping up 
his 62, he had to wait more 
than an hour for Johnson to 
finish his round. 

It was worth the wait, but it 
didn’t last long. 

Johnson quickly won it with a 
6-iron approach to set up his 
winning putt on the par-4 18th. 
Driscoll’s birdie attempt from 
27 feet rolled 2 feet wide. 
“You want to put the pressure 
on your opponent. There’s no 
doubt about it,” Johnson said. 
“It’s not like he hit a bad shot. 
He hit 20-plus feet. He hit a 
good putt. So it just kind of 


went my way. 

Driscoll was in position for 
the biggest comeback in the 
history of the Texas Open, 
which dates to 1922 and is the 
third-oldest event on the PGA 
Tour. Instead, Driscoll settled 
for only his third top-10 finish 
since a runner-up effort in the 
2005 Zurich Classic of New 
Orleans. 

“When you get that close to a 
win and that close to going to 
Augusta and going to Hawaii 
for the first tournament 
of the year, it’s a little 
disappointing,” said Driscoll, 
who has conditional status on 
the tour after finishing 141st 
on the money list last year. 
Goydos briefly topped a

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Peruanos no apoyan una reeleccion do Garcia 


LIMA - El 77 por ciento de los peruanos no 
esta de acuerdo con que el presidente del pais, 
Alan Garcia, se presente a la reeleccion en las 
elecciones de 2011, segun una encuesta a nivel 
nacional publicada hoy en Lima. 

Aunque la Constitucion peruana no permite que 
un presidente sea reelegido de forma inmediata, 
si la Carta Magna fuera modificada y Garcia se 
presentara, un gran porcentaje de los peruanos 
no votaria al actual mandatario. 

Asi se desprende del sondeo de Ipsos Apoyo 
realizado con una muestra de 1.000 personas de 
16 ciudades de Peru, y que hoy fue publicado 
por el diario El Comercio. 


Este rechazo, segiin senald el analista politico 
Jose Luis Sardon a dicho diario, se debe a “la 
tremenda desconfianza de los peruanos”, ya 
que existe “un temor a que se vaya a abusar 
del poder”. La encuesta tambien senala que la 
aprobacion de Garcia entre los peruanos se sitiia 
en el 30 por ciento, lo que supone una bajada 
de 2 puntos porcentuales respecto a abril y de 
4 con relacion a marzo, cuando alcanzd el 34 
por ciento, la valoracion mas alta desde mayo 
de 2008. 

Entre los demas politicos del Gobiemo, el primer 
ministro, Yehude Simon, es el que obtiene mas 
aprobacion, con un 35 por ciento. 


Sobre el nivel de confianza que inspiran a los 
peruanos sus politicos, el que sale mejor parado 
es el alcalde de Lima, Luis Castaneda, que 
recibe el beneplacito del 40 por ciento de los 
encuestados. 

Le sigue la lider fujimorista Keiko Fujimori, 
con un 21 por ciento, y la presidenta del Partido 
Popular Cristiano Lourdes Flores, con un 20 por 
ciento. 

A la pregunta de cuales son los tres principales 
problemas del pais en la actualidad, los 
encuestados senalaron al desempleo (41 por 
ciento), la corrupcion (39 por ciento) y la 
delincuencia (38 por ciento).EFEQ
